Mob’s Victims Were Charged 
With the Murder of Three. 


ROBBERY SAID TO HAVE 
BEEN THEIR MOTIVE.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 17.—The four 
negroes who murdered Mr. Carden and his 
wife and an old man named Carlee, last 
week, near Wetumpka, were lynched at 9 
o'clock to-day. 

Last night Gov. Johnson received a mes- 
sage from the Sheriff that a mob was as- 
sembling and he feared his prisoners would 
be taken from him and asked for troops. 
The Governor soon got together about 9 
men of the local militia and sent them to 
Wetumpka on a special train. Before they 
reached there, however, the mob had se- 
cured the prisoners—five in number—and 
took them to the scene of the murder, Four 
of the negroes confessed to having par- 
ticipated in the crime, and one of them told 
where he had hidden the money. 

He was compelled to find it, and In a few 
minutes, near the scene of the crime, all 
five were swung up and their bodies riddled 
with bullets. The militia was unable to 
follow the mob last night, as they were all 
well mounted, and no means of conveyance 
were at hand to take the sold@iers after 
them. This morning efforts were made to 
find the negroes, and about U o'clock news 
came over the telephone from Wetumpka 
that they had been found swinging from a 
limb. 

The men hanged were Louis Speer, Jeff 
Thompson, Camp Reese and Sol and Wil! 
Jackson. Their crime was the murder of 
William Carden, a prosperous white farmer 
living near Wetumpka, his wife and her 
brother, all old persons. 

The negroes brained their. victims with 
an ax. They secured $3000 in money and 
burned the house to the ground. 

Their suspicious acts led to their arrest 
yesterday, and they had been in jall but a 
few hours When a mob overcame their 
guards and took them to the woods.

THOUSANDS WITNESS 
THE AWFUL TRAGEDY. 


HIS BODY SUSPENDED HALF AN 
HOUR BEFORE AID 
CAME. 


REMAINS RECOVERED 
BY DAN REARDON. 


The Dead Man an Inspector cf Alley 
Lights for the Laclede Gaslight 
Co.—His Death a Pitiable 
Specztacle, 


Two thousand persons saw J. W. Manson 
electrocuted by a live wire, near Seventh 
and O'Fallon streets, at noon Friday. 

Suspended in a network of sizzling wires, 
40 feet above their heads, with a powerful 
current of the fluid 
through his body, lay Manson. 

The blue smoke was ascending from half 
a dozen places on his body where it was in 
contact with the spluttering wire. The 
odor of burning flesh added to the horror, 

Though a thousand men would giadly 
have risked their lIfves to rescue Manson 
they were powerless to save him. 

When he first grasped the live wire with 
his ungloved hand the tremendous current 
ran through him in an instant and produced 
unconsciousness, His grip tightened on the 
death-dealing wire and he rested on the net 
work. 

Full halfan hour was he suspended there. 
Dan Reardon, a sheet iron worker, put on 
a pair of rubber gloves and ascended the 
telegraph pole. He had a leather belt which 
he placed around Manson's body and thue 
held him until assistance came. 

Patrolman Nelson was passing’ and he 
sent in an alarm for Truck No. 7 to assist 
in getting the man down. The truckmen 
responded promptly, but could not reach 
the scene for the vast crowds that blocked 
their way. 

Manson was an alley light inspector for 
the Laclede Gaslight and Power Co. He 
Was 30 years old and lived: at 2214 Carr 
atreet. He was married a short while ago 
and his young wife was overcome with 
grief when the news of her husband’s hor- 
rible death reached her. 

Manson had on a pair of climbers and had 
scaled the 4-foot pole to remedy some de- 
fect In a wire. He had on no gloves and 
did not expect to find a dangerous wire 
where he was working. He picked his way 
through the labyrnth of overhead wires and 
grasped the wire where he thougtit the trou- 
ble lay. 

It had become charged with a powerful 
current. The instant he touched it he was 
paralyzed. He could not let go. He gave 
one shriek and became unconscious. 

A few passers-by heard and saw. They 
cried out in terror and the crowd grew until 
it blocked the street. 

Two sheetiron workers saw the tragedy. 
One rapidly scaled the pole and fastened a 
belt around Manson's body, to prevent him 
failing to the ground. Patrolman and 
others climbed on the roof at 7uW O'Fallon 
atreet. The building is a two-story structure 
and the roof was about on the level with 
the place where the man was being electro- 
cuted, 

The rescuing party had to be cautious 
to avoid the wire. The wire was finally 
cut, but the end dangled dangerously near. 

Policeman Nelson from the roof reached 
for the body and tenderly laid it down. 
An ambulance was in waiting and it was 
hurriedly driven to the Mor«ue. 

Manson's body was frightfully burned. 
The electricity forced its way through his 
clothing and seared the fiesh. The hand 
that first grasped the wire was literally 
burned off.

Irresponsible Woman Occasioned a 
Great Fight and Did Consider- 
able Damage Before She 
Could Be Subdued. 


Annie Houri, 60 years old, a patient at 
St. Mary’s Infirmary, 1536 Papin street, be- 
came violently insane Friday and attempted 
to kil several inmates of the institution. 

She wielded a chair: and a hatchet as 
weapons. 

The sisters were panic-stricken and flew 
from the woman's rage in consternation. 

Old Annie had risen about 6 o’clock Fri- 
day morning and was noticed shortly after- 
ward walking up and down the hallways, 
clapping her hands in apparent joy. A 
nurse passing by addressed her gently. 

Annie turned and seized the nurse by the 
hair, and began pulling it with all the 
strength of madness. 

The nurse’s screams attracted severa! sis- | 
ters, whom Annie repulsed with a chair. 
The Mother Superior was struck over the 
head. 

Annie followed up her attack with a smal! 
hatchet, which she found lying in a corner 
of the hallway. As the sisters ran Annie 
pursued them. 

Annie had about overtaken a frail little 
nurse when male assistance arrived. A| 
desperate battle ensued. The maddened 
woman fought, kicked and bit her captors, 
all the while swearing a volley of oathe. 

After a tussle lasting 15 minutes she was 
subdued and locked in her room. 

At noon an ambulance was summoned 
and ehe was removed to the City Hos- 
pital. 

‘“‘Annie was received here five yeare ago,”’ 
said the Mother Superior. 

“She was too poor to pay us anything, 
but we felt sorry for her and allowed her 
to remain. Lately she has been troubled 


with her eyes, amd we thought that might 
have brought on her sudden insanity. She 
had always been quiet and peaceable, al- 
though during the last few weeks she has 
at times acted pecullarly. 

‘Her actions this morning show she might 
have committed some terrible deed had she 
not been quickly restrained.”

The gallantry of the marines with Admiral Sampson's fleet at Guan- 
tanamo calls attention to a brarich of the naval service of which only a little is 
generally known. The marine corps is a most valuable adjunct to the navy. 
This body is charged with both shore and sea duty. When on shore it is at- 
tached to the navy yard and the men do guard ard patrol duties, the same as 
soldiers in the army when in garrison. 

On board ship the marine’s duty is to watch over the magazines, store- 
rooms, gangways, galleys, boats alongside, approaching or departing, and all 
lights and fires required for use of the ship, and also to give the alarm in case 
of fire. They must preserve order and allow no swearing or gambling, pre- 
vent injury to or theft of public or private property, permit no smoking or 
washing except at specified hours-and allow no enlisted man on board to 
leave the ship without the authority of the officer of the deck. They also 
guard all prisoners of war taken in a naval engagement. The marine is the 
'9® policeman of the ship. 

When the ship is in port the marines compose the deck guard and assist 
to prevent surprises and check insubordination. In an action the marines 
man and fight a division of the spar deck batteries, fill vacancies at other 
4 guns, scour the enemy’s decks with rifles and repel boarding parties. They 
are frequently called upon to guard American consulates and legations abroad 
in times of local disturbances. 

Each battleship has about 75 marines, with two officers, while the cruisers 
carry from 50 to 60 men and the gunboats about 18. The regular marine 
corps embraces 3073 men and 75 officers, and the volunteers number 1640 men 
and 28 officers.

A mystery surrounding the death of 
Adolph Delloir was brought to the attention 
of the Coroner Friday morning.

Held Responsible for $2233 Loan

The first case in which a notary public 
has been accountable on his bond was de- 
cided in Judge Spencer’s court Friday 
morning, when a verdict was rendered 
against Charles G. Balmer and his bonds- 
men, Charles F. Kuhn and John G. Schutz, 
for $2233. ms 

The suit is one of two suits brought be- 
cause of the same transaction. In Decem- 
ber, 1896, Balmer was a notary public, duly 
appointed by the Governor. The Covenant 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. had $2200 to 
loan and ertered into negotiations with a 
man named Wilson, who said he had a 
client named Fred Steiner, who owned a 
lot on St. Vincent avenue, and wanted to 
borrow some money on it. 

The deal was made and Wilson and a 
man who represented himseif to be Fred 
Steiner went to Baimer and acknowledged 
the deed of trust. Balmer made the usual 
notary’s affidavit that he knew the maker 
of the deed to be Fred Steiner and that 
everything was regular. 

The lNfe insurance company took the deed 
and paid the money in checks, which were 
duly cashed.

FREE BOOKS AGAIN. 


It is to be hoped that the Board of Education will promptly 
defeat Director Robert Moore's resolution providing for the 
revival of the old discriminating and obnoxious method of com- 
pelling echool children to prove pauperism in order to secure 
free books.

Watson and L. D. McClure, both of Keokuk, 
dressed his wounds and bandaged him in 
oll silk. He was taken to the City Hospital, 
where he died Friday morning. Starr was 
49 years old and lived at 215 Spruce street. 
The accident that caused Starr his life 
was the blowing out of three flue caps of 
one of the boilers. None of the passengers 
were injured beyond the shock of the fright 
they had. The boat will be in readiness 
to go to St. Paul Saturday. 

It was not until after poor Starr had been 
removed that the hoodoo was discovered. 
The negro deck hands found it in the shape 
of a big grew cat, hidden in a lumber pile. 
The cat was quickly thrown overboard, A 
cat on a steamboat means death and dis- 
aster, according to these dusky river fol- 
lowers.

HOUDOOED BY SUCT

TOO MUCH PULL, ’TIS SAID, LOST 
MR. MOORE HIS POSITION AT 
THE PLANTERS’. 


When Percy Moore was suddenly elevated 
to a battalion-adjutancy in the Ist Regi- 
ment by the grace of Gov. Stephens, he 
destroyed the hope of a favorite of his 
father’s employer, Col. Moses C. Wetmore, 
and laid the mine that on Wednesday even- 
ing blew his father out of the Planters’ 
Hotel. 

This is now given quietly as the true 
reason for the release of Assistant Manager 
George Moore of the Planters’. 

Col. Wetmore is one of the largest stock- 
holders in the Planters’ Hotel Co. He lives 
at the hotél and keeps a close watch on 
what goes on. Col, Wetmore and Gov. 
Stephens are not friendly, while Mr. Moore 
and Gov. Stephens are almost chummy. 

Mr. Moore greatly desired the elevation 
of his son, Percy, to a commission in the 
Missouri! troops, and through the friend- 
Ship of Adjutant-General Bell and the Gov- 
ernor succeeded in securing for the boy the 


almost phenomenal elevation from a lance 
«orporal’s position in the 2d Cavalry toa 
battalion adjutancy in the Ist Regiment. 
Col. Wetmore had a young friend that he 
wished to see rise as rapidly to the same 
Place. Col. Wetmore couldn’t proceed on 
exactly the same lines as his employe, Mr. 
Moore. He didn’t have the influence with 
the powers that Mr. Moore had. He had 
to work quietly and keep his own name out 
of what he did. He had to get others to use 
their influence for his favorite. He failed 
where his employe, Mr. Moore eicceeded. 
To aman of Col. Wetmore’s wealth and 
pride this was, naturally, galling. His at- 
titude toward Aseistant Manager Moore 
changed immediately. About this time the 
Post-Dispatch published several articles, 
showing how Gov. Stephens had -ignored 
men of experience when he appointed Percy 


Moore. When one of these articles ap- 
peared, Col. Wetmore read it and became 
angry. The real cause of his anger was 


veiled under an objection to the notoriety 
into which the Moores, father and son, had 
brought the hotel. The Colonel called Mr. 
Moore and Gen. Bell into a private room 
and epoke his mind. He ts said to have be- 
come very much excited. From that day 
Assistant Manager Moore’s head was 
marked for the ax. 

Strangely enough, the blow fell simul- 
taneously with the receipt of news that 
Mr. Moore's father had died and his son, 
who was the innocent cause of all the 
trouble, had lost h'!s battalion adjutantcy. 

Another factor that militated against Mr. 
Moore was the fact that he got more ad- 
vertising out of his connection with the 
hotel than did Manager Weaver. This has 
ever been fatal to assistant Managers at 
thig hotel.

Convention Decides for Repeal of the 
Metropolitan Police Law and 
State Ownership of Stock 
Yards. 


TOPPKA, Kan., June 17.—In the Popu- 
list State Convention yesterday the Con- 
ference Committee reported that the Dem- 
ocratic State Convention, in session at 
Atchison, would acept the ticket nominated 
by the Populist Convention and would not 
insist upon Democratic representation on 
the ticket. The onvention then renominated 


all the present State officers as follows:

A new State Central Committee was 
chosen as follows: Grant W. Hartington, 
Brown County; H. B. Shafer, Jefferson; E.

The convention spent almost the entire 
day in discussing the platform adopted on 
Wednesday night. Some of the planks as 
first adopted were not found to be entirely 
satisfactory to the leaders of the party, and 
they were reconsidered. 

After a discussion lasting two hours, the 
convention, by a vote o 381 for to 306 
against, decided to retain the plank, favor- 
ing the repeal of the metropolitan police law, 
and to demand that the law be im- 
mediately suspended by the Governor and 
the Boards of Police Commissioners abol- 
ished, without waiting for action on the 
part of the Legislature. 

The resolution providing for State owner- 
ship of stock yards was also reconsidered 
and discuseed at length, but it was decided 
that the plank should stand. 

The resolution favoring a system of State 
fire and life insurance provoked serious op- 
position on account‘of its antagonism of the 
fraternal orders, It was finally amended by 
leaving out the reference to life insurance 
and providing for State protection against 
fire, lightning and tornadoes,

Returns of Democratic Primaries in 
Arkansas Have Been Canvassed. 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 17.—Chairman 
Carrol] Armstrong of Morrillton, and Secre- 
tary Gray Carroll of Little Rock, the can- 
vassing board of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee, met in the Senate chamber 
yesterday and, assisted by Deputy Secre- 
tary of State E. B. Jett and Rees P. Hor- 
rocks, proceeded to canvass and tabulate 
the returns from the various counties in 
the recent primaries for candidates for 
State offices. All the counties had reported 
officially with the exception of Sevier, which 
held its primaries June 4; Randolph, which 
held no primary election, and Howard, 
which had made no official return.

Any corporation, person or persons refusing or failing to make such statements 
will be prosecuted according to law and subject to a fine of not less than $26.00 nor 
more than $500.00 for each offense, and the Board of Review is required, when no 
statement is made before the third Tuesday in June, to assess the goods, wares, 
merchandise and aggregate amount of sales at double their value.

The men in the cars would throw out boxes 
of merchandise, while confederates followed 
the train With a wagon, eure up the 
booty alongside of the trac At Prospect 
Pgnts, which ts about five miles from 
Luther Station, the negroes would jump 
from the cars. Between the two stations 
the grade is so steep that even under a 
fuH head of steam a long train of freight 
cars makes very slow time, so that usually 
the land pirates had about half an hour 
in which to work, dnd owing to the slow 
run they could safely jump from the train 
at any point, if about to be detected. 

Out on the Columbia Bottom road tn an 
isolated clump of trees, is the home of 
William Willard, a market gardener and 
who is one of the alleged thieves. The po- 
lice say that Willard’s house has been the 
rendezvous of the gang and that etolen 
property was stored there pending removal 
to the city fences. 

Willard’s house was raided during the 
early morning hours, and merchandise to 
the value of $600 or $700 recovered. 

This systematic system of robbery has 
been going on for several months, the police 
say, and there is no telling how mucn the 
losses aggregate. The property recovered 
at Willard’s house is probably only a small 
part of the total, as it is believed that many 
hundred dollars worth have been disposed 
of through second-hand dealers. 

The stolen property belonged to various 
retail merchants throughout the country. 
having been consigned by local wholesale 
houses.

WAR ON THE BREWERS,

SALOONKEEPERS ARE IN REVOLT 
OVER THE HOGGING OF THE 
15-CENT REBATE. 


WILL PUNISH THE CANNERS. 


o 
Nickel Quantity Reduced From a Quart 
to a Pint, and the Unhappiness 
Is Widespread. 


War between the brewers and the saloon- 
keepers has resulted from the incre ased tax 
of 8 cents a barrel on the St. Louis staple. 

It grows out of the canning trade, which 
is enormous. Saloonkeepers frankly admit 
that the canning of beer is one of the main- 
stays of their business. 

Before the war tax was impcéed canners 
got a quart for a nickel. On this basis the 
saloonkeeper could make a smal! profit, 
the brewer a large profit and the consumer 
was satisfied. In no city in the country 
could a man buy so much beer in a can 
as in St. Louis. Under this beneficent rule 
cann.ng became the chief occupation of 
thousands. 

Then Uncle Sam slapped on the war tax. 
Ostensibly it meant a dollar more on the 
barrel to the brewer, but really it meant 
Only 8 cents. But the brewers raised the 

rice of beer $1 a barrel to the saloon- 
eeper. The 15 cents is clear profit to the 
brewers, above what they made before the 
War tariff was imposed. It was like finding 
money. It is estimated that the brewers 
Will make $323,347.50 between June 14, 1898, 
and June 14, 1899. The calculation is easy. 
Last year the breweries turned out 2,155,650 
barrels ot beer. They will turn out no less 
(his year. Upon each barrel they will make 
ones clear. Multiplication shows the re- 
sult, 

This state of affairs frightened the saa- 
loonkeepers, hey agreed they couldn't 
pay $1 more on the barrel and give a quart 
of beer for a nickel to canners. They must 
get even somewhere. That 15 cents rebate 
to =e ao tr ot thorn in their sides. 
so they cut down the cannin F ’ 

a pint for a nickel. = Seeeny te 

This touched the consumer, and he hbe- 
eame a factor at once. He rebelled. A 
pint of beer will hardly dampen a veteran 
canner'’s gullet. Rebellion passed from 
words into actions and the canners quit 
buying. They declared they would drink 
cider, soda water, buttermilk, any old 
thing rather than pay double for beer. 

The result was instantly apparent. The 
canning trade. upon which many saloon- 
keepers depended almost entirely for their 
beer profits, fell off to the disappearing 
po-nt. The saloonkeepers continued to 
sell, not beer, but other drinks. and the 
effect of the rebellion of the canners was 
communicated directly to the brewers. 
Again the result was instantly apparent. 
Not nearly so many barreis were sold. The 
saloonkeepers saw what was happening, 
and smiled. It is said beer is piling up in 
the brewerles at a great rate, while the 
saloonkeepers are pushing the thing along 
by encouraging the canners to drink some- 
thing else. What the saloonkeepers are 
after Is a fair deal. They want a division 
of the rebate, and until they get it the 
canning trade will lag and full beer bapr- 
rels continue to collect in. brewery store- 
houses. }
